War zone 
‘littered 
with Iran 
corpses’ 

BEIRUT. May 3 (Agencies)— Iraq repor- 
ted Monday that Iranian corpses littered the 
battlefield following Iran's latest Gulf war 
offensive launched last Friday, but made no 
mention of any fresh fighting overnight or 
Monday morning. 

The official Iraqi News Agency (IN A) quo- 
ted Baghdad press reports as saying thousa- 
nds of Iranian bodies were scattered across a 
battlefield near Susangerd in Iran's southwe- 
stern oil-producing province of Kbozestan. 

In some places up to 37 corpses were coun- 
ted over every 20 square meteis, the reports 
said. They quoted an Iraqi officer as saying 
his troops were waiting forTntemationhl Red 
Cross missions to arrive to handle burials. 

The reports quoted by INA said Iraqi for- 
ces had repulsed two Iranian attacks in the 
Susangerd region. Correspondents of the 
Baghdad daily Al -Thawra quoted the comm- 
ander of Iraq’s Fourth Army, stationed furt- 
her north, as saying his troops remained 
well-entrenched after fighting off five Iranian 
assaults hear the town of Shush. 

Iraq has already said it believes the Iranian 
moves near Shush, where Iran recovered a 
sizeable chunk of territory in March, were a 
diversion to take pressure off Iranian forces 
further south. 

' The latest INA despatch did not say what 
was happening on the west bank of the Karun 
River, where the Iranians established a brid- 
gehead last Friday. Earlier Iraqi reports pred- 
icted immine nt victory in this sector. 

An Iraqintilitary spokesman Monday den- 
jed-what hesaid were Iranian daims of having 
shot down.

On the fourth day of the latest offensive 
against Iraqi forces, Iranians continued their 
operations in the Hnsseiniyeh area west of 
the strategic highway linking the city of 
Ahvaz to the Iraqi-held chy of Khorramshar 
at the tip of the Gulf, the radio said. 

The state-owned radio claimed almost 
7.000 Iraqis including 110 officers had been 
killed or wounded in action since the offens- 
ive began at midnight Thursday. The Iraqis 
said mgte than 8.000 Iranian soldiers were 
Vtill^ or wouiKied siiKX th^ offensive started. 
Neither daim could be verified. 

The Iraqis launched several counter- 
attacks late Sunday and early Monday, but 
the Iranian forces, only 13 kilometers from 
the Iraqi border, “crushed all of the attacks" 
the radio said. It said the Iraqis lost 20 of their 
tanks in one of their counter-attacks. 

The radio also reported that Iranian secur- 
ity forces killed or arrested more than 60 
leading members of the radical Mujahedeen 
Khalq in raids on their hideouts in Tehran 
Monday. The radio described the raids as a 
heavy blow to the Mujahedeen: It said more 
than 1 Q guerrilla bases had been destroyed 
and security forces had seized documents 
which would help them track down other 
guerrillas. 

It named what H said were ten top memb- 
ers of the Mujahedeen killed in the ope rat- 
ion. At least two of them, Fazlollah Tadayun ‘ 
and Hamid Khadaini were the organization's 
candidates for the Majlis (parliament) electi- 
ons two years ago. Three women were among 
those killed. 

Reagan to accept 
Soviet invitation 

-- WASHINGTON , May 3 <AP) — Presid- 
ent Ronald Reagan will -accept the informal 
invitation by Soviet President Leonid Brezh- 
nev to meet with him in the autumn. Ameri- 
can government officials said Monday. While 
no site has been set, they said there has been 
talk in the White House about holding the 
meeting in Austria. 

' Presidential spokesman Larry Speaker;, 

asked about a published report that Reagan 
would meet Brezhnev in the fall as rhe Soviet 
■ leader has proposed, reiterated earlier state- 
ments that Reagan would consider a meeting - 
“at the appropriate time" after proper prepa- 
rations have been. made and when there is. 
some likelihood for “positive results" 
Speokes said he hopes Brezhnev will att- 
end the United Nations m June and that the 
two leaders could meet then. The Washington 
post reported id Monday's editions that Rea- 
gan has decided to accept Brezhnev's offer to 
hold a summit meeting in a third country, 
probably Austria or Ireland, in October. The 
first, citing vmnamed administration officials, 
said the invitation has been discussed favora- 
bly with the Soviet ambassador to the United 
States, Anatoly Dobrynin.

Begin rules out eviction 


TEL AVIV, May 3 (Agencies) — Prime 
Minister Menahera Begin said here Monday 
that his government" ‘will categorically reject 
the eventuality of the evacuation of Israeli 
settlements in future peace negotiations with 
the Arabs." 

Begin’s statement, during a speech mark- 
ing the opening of the Knesset summer sess- 
ion, replaced his initial proposal for a bill 
“banning evacuation" of the settlements in 
occupied territories. The proposal was drop- 
ped when it became dear there was small 
chance of its adoption. 

Begin opened his remarks by saving that 
before Isrrvrf’s evacuation of^SInai Apr! ?5. 
be had received “comforting and reassuring 
messages from President Hosni Mubarak of 
Egypt and President Reagan of the United 
States which enabled the final withdrawal 
from the peninsula to be carried out on sche- 
dule.” 

Begin said that he had replied to a recent 
message from Mubarak, “assuring me of 
Egyptian intentions to maintain peace with 
Israel forever.” with a proposal for immedi- 
ate resumption of negotiations for Palestin- 
ian autonomy." I say autonomy,” Begin cont- 
inued, “for we shall never accept the creation 


of a Palestinian state. I say autonomy, and not 
self-determination, for self-determination 
signified sooner or later an independent Pale- 
stinian sovereignty." 

The autonomy negotiations, he said, must 
be held in one of the three capitals of the 
countries involved: Egypt. Israel, and the 
United States. “We stall go willingly to Cairo 
and Washington." he said, “but on condition 
that our partners agree to come to Jerusa- 
lem.” 

Meanwhile. Israeli troops late Sunday sea- 
led the homes of two Arabs from the occup- 
ied West Hank who admitted planting a land 
s.nne u bounded an Israeli soldier last 
month, the military announced Monday. 

A spokesman said troops used mortar and 
concrete blocks to seal the homes of Muha- 
mmad Abdul Aziz Sabatin and Fahin Ahmad 
Ismail El-Kurd Hamara.both of the village of 
Husan. west of Bethlehem. Sabatin told his 
interrogators he placed an anti-personnel 
mine near a tourist spot in the village of Bar- 
tir. 1 .6 kms away from his village, the spoke- 
sman said, and Hamara admitted aiding him. 
An Israeli soldier was severely injured when 
he stepped on the mine April 20. 


Near Litani River in Lebanon 

Israel constructs on the sly 


BEIRUT, May 3 (Agencies) — The Israeli 
Army carrying out construction work near 
the Litani River, north of the Khardali bridge 
in South Lebanon, has moved m a number of 
bulldozers and has cut the zone off limits for 
farmers, correspondents in the region said. 

According to the correspondents, the Isra- 
eli soldiers are working in a section of the 
Litani which is not viable from the observat- 
ion post of United Nations peacekeeping for- 
ces located above the Khardali bridge. 

The zone contains the oil pipeline “Tapl- 
ine” which conveys petrol from Saudi Arabia 
to the Zahrani refinery, south of Sidon. the 
only line functioning since a second was do- 
sed in 1955. 

Sources also said the Israeli Array has bro- 
ught m metal bridges to the city of Marjay- 
oun, in the enclave controlled by Saad Had- 
dad's rightest militia overlooking the Litani. 
but could not say whether the shipments were 
In any way connected to the bulldozing. 

Meanwhile, shops closed and schools susp- 
ended classes m several neighborhoods in 


west Beirut Monday as gunmen roamed the 
streets shooting in the air and calling for a 
general strike, security sources said. 

They said a local organization called for the 
strike after the kidnapping of three members 
by unidentified abductors Sunday. The orga- 
nization was named as “supporters to the 
revolution movement", a small faction of the 
Lebanese national movement. 

The gunmen's action led to the temporary 
closure of one of the three main crossing poi- 
nts between west Beirut and rhe east side but 
it reopened later and tension subsided, acco- 
rding to state-run Beirut radio. Heavy'gunba- 
ttles erupted late Sunday night between the 
Amal militia and Lebanese nationalist groups 
in the southern quarters of Beirut. No casual- 
ties were reported, the sources said. 

In the port of Tripoli, schools and busines- 
ses closed Monday in protest at the shooting 
Sunday of two worshippers inside a Maronite 
church. The gunman later blew himself up 
with a hand grenade. 


U.S. to sell Jordan missiles, F5G 


WASHINGTON, May 3 (AP) — The 
administration of President Ronald Reagan 
has reached an agreement with Jordan for the 
sale of new F5G fighter planes and Stinger 
anti-aircraft missiles, sources said Monday. 

The sale is to be submitted to Congress 
after the November election. Under the law. 
Congress has the power to block the sale, 
which is certain to run into Israeli objections. 

According to the sources. State Departm- 
ent officials wanted to condition the deal on 
Jordans participation in negotiations betw- 
een Israel and Egypt, but the Pentagon vet- 
oed the recommendation. 

Jordan has boycotted the so-called peace 
treaty between -the two countries and decli- 
ned to participate in talks over autonomy 
from Arab Palestinians living on the West 
Bank of the Jordan River and Gaza. 

A UJ5. delegation headed by Francis West, 
assistant secretary of defense for internatio- 
nal security affair, arranged the sale in 
Amman fate last week. 

The sources, who asked not to be identif- 
ied, said Jordan would be permitted to purc- 
hase 36 of ihcFSGs, which, are produced by 
Northrop Corp. The aircraft is rated as subst- 
antially more effective than the F5Es now in 
Jordan's air force. 

The Stinger is a. shoulder-fired anti-aircraft 
missile. It is designed for use by infantrymen. 


Jordan was turned down, meanwhile, in its 
request for two squadrons of FI 6 jet-fighters 
and Hawk-1 missiles. 

Defense Secretary Caspar Weinberger said 
on a visit to Amman in February that he had 
discussed with Jordanian official the possibi- 
lity of a sale of U.S. FI 6 Fighters and I-hawks. 
which are mobile. His announcement kicked 
off a storm of protest in Israel and prompted 
assurances from President Reagan that the 
United States remains committed to maintai- 
ning Isracrs military superiority over its Arab 
neighbors. 

WP. Germany to ease 
export of weapons 

BONN. May 3 (AFP) — West Germany 
has decided to authorize the export of weap- 
ons to countries outside the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization (NATO) if necessary 
for its vital national interests, a government 
source said here Monday. 

Military exports wifi still be very "restric- 
ted” as Bonn excluded exporting arms to 
countries in areas of tension, the source said. 
But decisions taken last week by the National 
Security Council, presided by Chancellor 
Helmut Schmidt, will allow the government a 
freer hand in judging weapons sales accord- 
ing to West German interests and security.

Britain torpedoes 
Argentine warship 


LONDON, May 3 (R) — Britain's task 
force in the south Atlantic has gone into act- 
ion again. Torpedoing Argentina's second 
biggest warship, sinking one Argentine patrol 
craft and damaging another, the British Def- 
ense Ministry said. 

Britain has also boosted its naval task force 
by requisitioning the luxury liner . Queen Eliz - 
abeih II, to carry 3.000 infantrymen to the 
Falkland Islands, seized by Argentina a 
month ago. 

In the latest naval action rwo British Lynk 
helicopters fired missiles at the two Argent- 
ine patrol craft after they had shot a British 
Sea King helicopter at 0300GMT, a Defense 
Ministry spokesman said. “One of the ships 
was sunk and the other was certainly dama- 
ged,” the spokesman added. 

A British submarine torpedoed and dama- 
ged the 13,645-ton Argentine cruiser. Gene - 
ral Belgrano, at 1900GMT Sunday. outside a 
200-mile radius total exclusion zone enfor- 
ced by British forces since Friday, the spoke- 
sman said. Britain gave no word of casualties 
in the two incidents. 

The General Belgrano, Argentina's only 
cruiser, is a survivor of the Japanese attack on 
Pearl Harbor, when it sailed as the Phoenix 
under the U.S. flag during World War II. 

The Defense Ministry said the cruiser 
posed a significant threat to the British task 
force. 

The attack was in accordance with orders 
given to Rear Admiral John ‘Sandy' Woodw- 
ard. the task force commander, based on the 
right of self-defense under article 51 of the 
United Nations charter, a spokesman said. 

Asked whether it was intended to sink the 
Argentine cruiser or cripple it, the spokes- 
man said:” My understanding is that if a shot 
is fired the shot is fired to sink.” 

Peter Archer, a a correspondent of the 
Press Association. Britain's national news 
agency, aboard the task force flagship Her - 
mes. reported the attack was carried out by 
the Conqueror, a nuclear-powered Hunter - 
killer submarine. The cruiser, which had 
1 .200 men aboard, was severely damaged but 
not sunk. Archer said. Details of Argentine 
casualties were not immediately known.

Pym meets 
U.N. officials 

UNITED NATIONS. May 3 (AP) — Brit- 
ish Foreign Secretary Francis Pym wound up 
meetings with the U.N. Secretary- General 
and the president of the Security Council 
Monday without asking for immediate action 
to help settle the conflict with Argentina over 
the Falkland Islands. 

Pym spent a half hour Monday morning 
with the council President for May. Chinese 
Ambassador Ling Qing. He dined with 
Secretary -General Javier Perez de Cuellar on 
Sunday night. 

Perez de Cuellar and Ling decided to con- 
fer jointly and informally with members of 
the Security Council Monday afternoon. 

While conceding that neither Argentina 
nor Britain had asked de Cuellar to mediate 
the crisis. U.N. spokesman Francois Giuliani 
said, “the secretary-general is trying to be 
helpful to the parties in trying to find a solut- 
ion to the problem." Because of the crisis, the 
secretary-general put off a previously annou- 
nced trip to Africa. Giuliani said. Perez de 
Cuellar was to have lefr on the African tour 
this week. 

Pym later told a news conference that he 
and Perez de Cuellar "explored various ideas 
as to how the United Nations might be able to 
help in one way or another in the present 
dispute in the South Atlantic." 

Argentina rushes 
envoys to Peru 

BUENOS AIRES, May 3 (Agencies) — 
Argentine President Leopoldo Galtieri 
Monday rushed two seniorofficials to Peru, it 
was announced here. 

Earlier Monday, Argentina rejected a 
U.S. -Peru Falklands peace initiative pre- 
sented by Peruvian President Fernando 
Belaundc Terry. 

The two envoys are Argentine presidential 
secretary General Gen. Hector Iglesias and 
head of the president's military bureau 
Admiral Roberto Moya. 

The government had said it could not 
accept a United States peace proposal 
because it basically contained nothing new.

JEDQAH, May 3 (SPA) — Makkah’s

JEDDAH, May 3 (SPA) — Prince Miteb.

Talks will center on promoting 
cooperation between the two countries in 
housing and public works. 


DHAHRAN, May 3 — During the past 
two years, the combination of petroleum 
price hikes and a business recession in the 
world’s developed countries has driven oil 
demand down by approximately five million 
barrels per day (bpd). 

This was one of the statistics given by Tex- 
aco chief economist. Dr. Thor Meloe. in an 
address delivered before an academic audi- 
ence at Dhahran's University of Petroleum 
and Minerals (UPM) Sunday. 

In what Meloe described as“the biggest oil 
glut of the postwar period.” above ground 


inventories in the free world at the end of last 
year were estimated to run between 500 and 
800 million barrels in excess of normal stock 
requirements. Even more significantly, there 
is a nine million bpd excess oil capacity in the 
member countries of OPEC (Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries). 

A shrinking oil market has caused an aver- 
age decline in product prices of S5 per barrel 
on spot cargo markets. The steepest decline 
has been registered in gasoline prices which 
have dipped by almost S7 a barrel in the U.S. 
and by S10 in Rotterdam, Holland. 

The OPEC decision in March to cut pro- 
duction back to 17.5 million bpd to stabilize 


prices around a5.34 marker level ismougntto 
be inadequate, according to Meloe, who pre- 
dicted that a cut back to 16 million bpd would 
be necessary to protect the 534 benchmark 
for Arab light crude. 

A turnabout in world petroleum demand is 
expected in the second half of 1982. but its 
strength will depend on ihe rate of economic 
recovery in the major industrial countries. 
Meloe, who predicts a real gross national 
production increase of 4.5 to five percent for 
the U.S. in the second half of this year, 
believes that even this growth may not be 
achieved unless projected budget deficits are 
subst anti ally reduced. 


Saudis make Jeddah plans at U.K. varsity 


LONDON. May 3 (LPS) — A direct link 
has been made between the city of Jeddah 
and the University of Nottingham in the form 
of a redevelopment scheme designed by city 
planning officials while on a three month 
study course at the university. 

Architect Ghazi Menkabo. general man- 
ager of Jeddah planning office, and his 
deputy. Engineer Eidrus Al-Bar. have just 
been awarded certificates of attendance at a 
course in sight planning at the university's 
Institute of Planning Studies. 

The course, the first of its kind to be held by 
the university, was mainly concerned with the 
practical problems of implementing 
improvements in developing countries. It was 
orientated towards detailed physical plan- ' 
ning, with the emphasis on housing clusters 
and town extension. 

The two Saudis used the course to draw up 


plans for the redevelopment of the Al- 
Faisalyah district in Jeddah, which has a 
population of some 50.000, together with 
light industry, warehousing and public 
utilities and facilities. “The area has grown 
over many years, often without the benefit of 
planning regulations." Menkabo said. "We 
brought detailed maps of the suburb and we 
have worked out a system of traffic circula- 
tion. conforming to the master plan for the 


whole Jeddah area, also' plans for the 
development of hospitals, neighborhood cen- 
ters. shopping centers, mosques and other 
facilities needed in the area." 

Alter outlining the plan in more detail 
Menkabo explained that this design would be 
considered together with an alternative to be 
produced by the Jeddah planning office: then, 
the two plans would be submitted to the 
mayor nl Jeddah.

Pakistan protests to India 


ABU DHABI, May 3 fW’AM) — Memb- 
ers of the seven-man Supreme Federal Coun- 
cil have asked United Arab Emirates fUAE) 
President Sheikh Zayed Bin Sultan Al Nah- 
yan to “take any measure he sees fit for heal- 
ing Arab rifts and restore solidarity.” 

At a meeting Sunday night presided over 
by Sheikh Zayed, the supreme council mem- 
bers and rulers of the seven component Emi- 
rates forming the UAE Federation, agreed 
that a “quick initiative was needed to stop the 
bloodshed” between Iraq and Iran. 

A statement issued after the meeting and 
read by Minister of State for Supreme Coun- 
cil Affairs Sheikh Abdul Aziz Humaid Al 
Qassimi said “the members expressed total 
agreement with the president's views and his 
call for an urgent initiative, in concert with 
brother rulers in the Gulf region, for serious 
efforts to end the blood-letting between our 
Muslim brothers in Iraq and Muslim neighb- 
ors in Iran.” 


Present at the meeting were. Supreme 
Council members, and ruler of Sharjah. She- 
ikh Sultan Bin Muhammad Al Qassimi. ruler 
of Ras Al Khaimah, Sheikh Saqr Bin Muha- 
mmad Al Qassimi." ruler of Ajman, Sheikh 
Humaid Bin Rashid Al Nuaimi, ruler of 
Umm Al Qaiwain. Sheikh Rashid Bin 
Ahmad A! Mualla and Sheikh Hamad Bin 
Muhammad Al Sharqi, the ruler of Fujairah. 

Sheikh Abdul Aziz said the president reaff- 
irmed to his “brother rulers that utmost caut- 
ion be excercised in the dangerous Arab situ- 
ation and expressed his deep concern for the 
continuing sufferings of the brotherly Palest- 
inian people. Zionist aggressions against 
Lebanon and the Syrian Golan Heights and 
violations of Arab rights." 

He added that the Supreme Council mem- 
bers reviewed the overall Arab situation in 
the light of recent developments, which had 
harmed the United Arab stand and thereby, 
the interests of the Arab nation. 


Seven Afghan factions unite 


RAWALPINDI. May 3 (AP) - The 
badly-splintered Afghan resistance move- 
ment announced Sunday seven major feud- 
ing factions had united under one front with a 
common aim to drive Soviet troops from their 
soil and turn Afghanistan into an Islamic 
state. 

“ We will never embrace a colonial power.” 
declared Abdul Rab Rasul Sayaf. president 
of the Islamic unity of the Mujahedeen of 
Afghanistan. “We will never submit to the 
Russians. If necessary, we'vvill fight to the last 
moment of our lives.” 

He said the new Islamic alliance will have 
its headquarters in Peshawar from where 
fighters freely cross over the border into 
Afghanistan without hindrance. 

Sayaf said he had over 200.000 armed 
rebels under hiscommand and that the united 
front will comprise two administrative bodies 


— a general council under which 60 tribal 
chiefs will serve, and an executive committee 
of 10 representatives to oversee military 
operations, training and other tasks such as 
finance and supply of much-needed medical 
equipment. 

The idea of a united front is not new. There 
have been several attempts in the past to end 
ideological bickerings and bring the parties 
under one umbrella. Observers in Islamabad, 
the Pakistan capital gave this latest attempt 
high chances of success since the rebels for 
the first time have selected a leader and con- 
verged under one roof. 

Sayaf would not disclose whether the par- 
ties had mapped out a united strategy to oust 
95.000 Soviet troops from Afghanistan, or 
made any attempt to woo Afghan regular 
army soldiers to the cause. 
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WASHINGTON, May 3 (R) — The 
United States will resume efforts to negotiate 
an autonomy agreement for Palestinians on 
the West Bank. Secretary of State Alexander 
Haig said in a magazine interview published 
Monday. 

Haig told U.S. News and World Report 
magazine the United States put off an'initia- 
tive on the autonomy talks last autumn 
because of concern about negotiations on 
Israel's return of the Sinai to Egypt, a process 
completed last week. “So we decided to les- 
sen emphasis on our initiative until the tur- 
nover of the Sinai had been completed," he 
said. “That means that you can expect a 
resumption of increased activity on the pan of 
the United States as a partner in the process 
of seeking agreement on autonomy.” 

Haig said there was a reasonable prospect 
for success in the autonomy talks if the parties " 
did not get into areas involving major policy 
differences, such as the future of occupied 
Jerusalem and the ultimate status of the West 
Bank. 

Meanwhile, an Egyptian delegation has 
arrived in Israel for talks on Sinai demarca- 
tion disputes. 


ISLAM AB AD, May 3 (AP) — The Pakis- 
tani government Sunday protested against a 
book soon to be publisbedin India about the 
late Lord Mount batten and his role in Indian 
history. It said the book contains “insulting 
remarks" about Pakistan’s founder. 
Muhammad Ali Jinnah. 

Jinnah led the Muslims of British India 
which culminated in partition into an inde- 
pendent India and Pakistan in 1 947. Jinnah, 
who died one year later, is revered in this 
Muslim nation of 85 million. 

The book, entitled Mountbatten and the 
partition of India, is scheduled to be published 
this week in New Delhi. It is based on inter- 
views given by the late Lord Mountbarten — ■ ' 
the last British viceroy of India — to authors 
Dominique Lapierre and Larry Ellins. 

The two also collaborated on Freedom at 
Midnight, published in 1975. 71] at book alk> 
'dealt with the partition of British India. One 
source who saw a manuscript of the book said 
some of the interviews were “very frank" and 
“even bordering on incivility and downright 
rudeness." 

A foreign office spokesman in Islamabad 
said Sunday “the material in - the book -has 
hurt the feelings of the people of Pakistan.” . 
The government of Pakistan wants “con- 


cerned authorities to prevent further dis- 
semination of the book that he said contains 
“vituperative material against the father of 
the nation." . 

Mountbarten gave the interviews in 1971 
and 1973 . when the two writers were 
researching Freedom at Midnight- . The new 
book also reportedly contains material from 
Mountbatten's archives. revealed for the first 
time since his death In 1980. 

Mountbatten's remarks include observa- 
tions on Jinnah, whom the British aristocrat 
viewed as “arrogant and obstinate." 
Mount batten aslo believed Jinnah favored 
partition over a unified India on religious 
grounds — Pakistan for the Muslims and 
India for Hindus. 

The last British viceroy is seen as being 
bitter about Jinnah because he refused to 
accept the concept of a united India after the 
British Te ft. To illustrate his anger, Mountbat- 
ten confesses that he failed with Jinnah. “He 
was the key to the whole thing while dear old 
Gandhi (the principal Hindu leader) held 
nothing at all in his hands." . 

When Freedom at Midnight was published, 
then prime minister Zulfikar Ali Bhutto did 
not formally ban it. But he ordered the gov- 
ernment to obtain and. lock up 500 copies.

The demonstrators demanded the release 
of students still jailed after the government 
arrested 292 students between April 23-29.

Military courts earlier handed down onc-year 
jail terms and $ 1 ,000 fines to 29 students for 
participating in anti-government demonstra- 
tions. 

Some of the students were arrested for 
attacking and ransacking offices of two 
Urdu-languagc newspaper office* in Lahore 
following publication of a report of the arrest 
of the president of the right-wing student 
organization.

Saudi Arabian press review 
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Despite chaos, 

foreigners still 

find Beirut 
enchanting

BEIRUT — 

One rainy, sunny, cloudy, windy, typically Beirut 
spring day. a car bomb reduced dozens or market 
stalls- to kindling. Less than u mile across town, 
packs of youths in too-tight jeans propped up the 
walls of cinemas and pizza joints as a cassette ven- 
dor belted out the pirated strains of "another one 
bites the dust.*' 

Most of those who do no longer make the news. 
Newspapers regularly publish appalling lists of kill- 
ings. kidnappings and other crimes under headlines 
like “near-normality in Beirut." The newcomer 
quickly accustoms herself ro the sound of gunfire 
and learns to distinguish between explosions of 
bombs and of the dvnamiie with which the Beirutis 
fish. 

ft is less easy to distinguish among the 97 (by one 
agency count ) parties and militias that embarrass 
the city once vaunted to be “the Paris of the East." 
The gunmen are everywhere — lolling in doorways, 
riding cars like cowboys and va-hooing down on the 
beachfront ferris wheel. 

Although Beirutis invariably sound like septuag- 
enarians. punctuating every conversation with "you 
should have seen it when ..." and "before the civil 
war foreigners still find Beirut enchanting. The 
sun shines, the Mediterranean is calm, and the Leb- 
anese are a people of infinite warmth and kindness. 

" Before the war. Beirut had a social life appeal," 
says one old-timer. "Flashy shops and smart part- 
ies. Now. precisely because of the anarchy, it’s one 
of the freest places in the world. It's different attrac- 
tion." 

The foreigner uninvolved in the Lebanese confl- 
ict quickly acquires a feeling of relative safety. 
Almost equally quickly, she learns to guard against 
it. "It's too easy to get complacent.” says a longtime 
correspondent "I keep on having to remind myself 
that this is Beirut. You should never relax, never 
forget where you are.” 

It takes little to scrape the sunny surface off the 
city and reveal the jungle beneath. Two cab drivers 
arguing over a fare recently settled the squabble 
with pistols. A private driver defended his right to 
race through the city at SO mph by pulling a gun on 
the unfortunate motorist who dared to protest the 
resulting rearrangement of his chassis. 

Beirut may be the only city in the world where 
traffic disputes develop into full-scale battles. Take 
the case of the veggie leader: the head of Beirut's 
vegetable syndicate w-as shot dead by a driver seek- 
ing the right of way the w rong way down a one-way 
street. The killing escalated into a nine-hour battle, 
complete with heavy artillery, between the suppor- 
ters of the vegetable leader and the traffic offender 
who blew him away. 

There is little evidence of government, either in 
east or west Beirut — two sides of a city divided 
more sharply now than even during the" 1975-76 
civil war. In the east, unsmiling Phalangists enforce 
a paramilitary order that enables the rich and the 
rump of Lebanon's jet set to pack luxury restaura- 
nts and discotheques in relative safety. In the west, 
where most streets are deserted after dark, order 
and disorder are in the hands of the Syrian peaceke- 
epers. here since the end of the civil war. and any- 
one else with a pistol to back his punch. 

Late last year, leftist groups announced a two- 
step plan to rid west Beirut of guns and garbage. For 
a while the guns disappeared behind doors, and the 
Pink Panthers, a Syrian-controlled militia resplen- 
dent in pink fatigues, sat disconsolate and empty- 
handed behind the palms dotting the neglected but 
still beautiful corniehc. 

The guns crept quickly back, tucked into the 
backs of jeans and dangled loosely from the wrist. 
The garbage remains where it was — strewn across 
roads and festooned in bushes, feeding armies of 
cats and chickens and an occasional desperate goat. 

The economy, like the cilv, is divided. The priv- 
ate sector flourishes, fattened by the millions trans- 
ferred into the country by expatriate Lebanese and 
the militias' paymasters. But the public sector is in 
horrendous shape, with tax and customs collection 
virtually nonexistent and a deficit for 1 982 reaching 
29 percent of the total budget. <1 AT)

Two men sit un the worn wooden floor of a 
remote hut. a sleeping infant and a Russian-made 
AK-5U automatic rifle lying nearby. The men are

Army IN PA) .schemers of a revolution they admit 
may be more than 20 years away. 

But their presence in the scenic and once- 
pcacelul Bicol region 240 kms southeast of Manila 
signals a violent if not immediately viable threat to 
President Ferdinand Marcos' 16-year rule of the 
Philippines. 

The government acknowledges the NPA has 
recently expanded into all 72 Philippines provinces, 
but Marcos said last month the scattered guerrillas 
no longer pose a danger to national security.

Marcos scoffs at danger of Communist guerrillas 


"If Marcos says communism is bad. then it must 
be good — it’s as simple as that for rural people.” 
said Ka (comrade) Oscar, a middle-class college 
graduate who joined the rebels eight years ago. He 
claimed that military harshness and government 
failures have attracted more people to communism 
since Marcos lifted eight years of mania) law in 
January 1981. 

Ka Oscar, 39, and Ka Ari. 29, both regional 
guerrilla leaders, talked to the Associated Press at a 
hillside coconut farm. The rebels would not allow 
photographs, disclose theif civilian names” oi give 
family backgrounds, fearing military retribution 
against relatives. 

Both said they had led ambushes of soldiers, local 
police and "despotic landlords" as well as more- 
peaceful efforts to help the rural poor and build a 
"revolutionary government from the grass roots.” 
Some NPA units provide medical care, conduct 
seminars and levy taxes, they said. 

Encounters between the NPA and the military 
occur almost daily around the Philippines. Twelve 
soldiers and two civilians were killed recently a few 
kilometers from the interview site. The NPA wants 
to bring down Marcos' American-backed govern- 
ment and oust United States military bases. Their 
movement has attracted peasants, students, 
priests, former ■ soldiers and at least two local 
beauty queens. One leader was a town mayor. 
Another is the former president of a government 
school. 

But their base in remote villages is a long way 
Irom Marcos’ Malacanang Palace and Manila’s 
daily traffic jams. As the.interview took place. Man- 
ila was preoccupied with ja supreme court scandal, 
and First Lady Imelda Marcos was in the United 
States promoting Philippine products at fashionable 
department stores. 

The military has estimated NPA strength at bet- 
ween 3.000 and 5-000 armed fighters nationwide, 
but Marcos recently said there were 300 on the 
island of Samar, another 300 on Luzon and "that's 
about all." The guerrillas said such claims are gov- 
ernment propaganda but they declined to give their 
own count. 

Ka Oscar said they are organized on 34 fronts 
with several armed squads of from seven to 1 1 and 
at least one larger armed group on each front. He 
said the force has no national leader and doesn't 
trust the groups that are permitted legally to oppose 
Marcos. 

The NPA was organized in 1969 as a Maoist 
movement replacing the defunct Soviet-oriented 


rebels of central Luzon. Over the years, said Oscar, 
it has developed a unique Philippine revolutionary 
dogma with scant foreign ties. 

Its inspiration comes from international com- 
munism. the 19th century. Filipino revolt against 
Spain, the subsequent Philippine-American war 
and the underground resistance against the Japan- 
ese during World War II. Some old anti-Japanese 
guerrillas join or give the rebels shelter out of nos- 
talgia. said Ka Ari. 

The rebels rarely see city life and claim to live on 
the equivalent of 45 U.S. cents a day. They eat root 
crops when rice is not available and rarely eat meat. 
Ka Ari and Ka Oscar speak rhe flawless English of 
Philippine college graduates, but they said S5 per- 
cent of N PA rebels are peasants, average age is 25. 

About half are women, said Ka Ari, including 
some of the armed troops. Ka Ari lives with his wife, 
who is an NPA member, and 2 -vear-old daughter. 

As the guerrillas talked in the hut, an 1 8-year-old 
boy, their logistics officer, stood in the doorway 
holding an M-16rifle marked "property of the U.S. 
government." 

The gun was taken from an ambushed Filipino 
soldier, said Ka Oscar. The Russian rifle on the 
floor came from a gun smuggler, he said, laughingar 
government reports that a white helicopter and a 
submarine had landed crates of foreign weapons for 
Philippine rebels. 

Ka Oscar said the rebels’ support comes from an 
"agrarian reform tax" — a share of money saved by 
farmers victimized by money lenders. He said far- 
mers who earn less than one U.S. dollar a day often 
have to borrow rice to feed their families and are 
forced to pay back with 300 percent interest at 
harvest time. The NPA convinces the lenders to 
lower the rate, he said. 

Gov. Fernando Pajarillo of Camarines Norte 
acknowledged military forces have increased in his 
province since the lifting of martial law. **|f the 
NPA should get stronger, it will be because of the 
abuse of some of us in the government." Pajarillo 
said in an interview. 

Brig. Gen. Rene Cruz, regional military com- 
mander. said several soldiers have been demoted or 
discharged for abuses. But he said a complete 
crackdown would destroy morale. "You cannot 
punish them for every little thing or they'll just sit 
down and not move any more.” he said. 

Cruz criticized the region's 28 wceklv newspap- 
ers for "playing up military atrocities while ignoring 

NPA abuses." The end of martial law has brought a 
more free-wheeling provincial press while Manila 


newspapers remain largely pro-government. 

Rumors have been circulating in the region ol a 
open revolt by mid-year, but the two guerrilla leai 
ers said they were in a prolonged struggle and didn 
expect to form a full guerrilla army for 10 mot 
years or see a Communist in Malacanana Palace i 
20. — ( AP)

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Jeddah fishermen carry on tradition, sell their catch at the fish souk

JEDDAH — Everybody knows about the 
port, and that as the commercial growth of 
Saudi Arabia has continued, so the .port has 
grown with it However, one feature of Jed- 
dah that remains almost unchanged is fishing. 
While the tankers and containers get larger in 
size and numbers each year, the basic life of 
the fisherman has changed little. 

On Friday mornings the fish souk adjoin- 
ing the port, on the Corniche next , to the 
carpark, is packed to the gills with shoppers 
wandering away from the market clutching 
shoals offish held togetberwith palm strands. 
Koreans working here find the fish souk a 
home away from home as they can buy fresh 
fish, hours old; one couple carried an enorm- 


ous grouper between them. In the nearby 
thriving boatyard adzes, hand saws, and bow 
hand drills are still used, unaffected by the 
availability of power tools. 

The assistant manager of the fish market' 
Muhammad and his brother, Abdallah Sayed 
Hassan, are experienced fishermen. Abdul- 
lah's father was a fisherman who first put to 
sea when he was eight years old. He has now 
been plying his- trade for 37 years and has of 
course seen a lot of changes. Abdullah’s bro- 
ther, pointing to the framed poster in the 
office proudly informed translator Obaid AI 
Harby that there were 400 types of fish to be 
Hadin the Red Sea and he was later to pour 
scorn on the paucity of fish available off the 
coasts of Britain. “All white fish” he said. 


Abdullah bore this out by stating that they 
did not have to travel far to experience the 
vast range available. Certainly a later “shuff' 
around the market would show him to be 
right. 

Using a poster as a guide he proceeded to 
list the fisb available. Names were cast with 
Arabic pronunciations and then Latin and 
English names. 

Basically there are two main types of fish. 
Groupers and Trevallies. They have various 
famil y members but they were all deemed 
good to eat. The translations of the full names 
of “saddle back groupers” and “greasy hexa- 
gonal spotted groupers'’ somehow lost some 
of the magic, to all become nagil. Asked spec- 
ifically where these fish were to be fou nd a 
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fisherman's secrecy came through with “not 
in the sky". More fingers reached over to 
point to the poster and more names came 
flooding in. Octopi could be had in August 
along with Red Snappers, Groupers, and 
Trevallies could be had all season. Barracuda 
could be caught all year around too but if you 
wanted squid you had to buy it from Argent- 
ina. No catalog of fish could be complete 
though without a mention of sharks. 

You can see the trophies of shark jaws 
hung up above the stalls in the market, but 
Mohammad’s experience was beyond such 
trivial trophies. His ambition was to catch a 
Numeria, “a bad shark" so called because it 
is a man eater. To bring this mammoth shark 
home a smaller one was needed as bait, perh- 
aps a “Guma" or Hammer-head would do 
the trick. Of the ten types of shark in the Red 
Sea some were good to eat and some weren't, 
notably the Numeria for obvious reasons. 

He rounded off the list of the names with 
the long-tailed Stingray or logaia. But this 
was nothing compared with a Mullah Ray 
which, complete with its characteristic horns, 
had been sighted more than once by Muha- 
mmad with a size that easily covered the four 
meter square floor. 

Malayan red wood used in the unpainted 
boat hulls in the boatyard also comes from 
India and Sweden. Adzes and bow-string 
powered drills are still in use. The prices of 
the boats is'a shock. SR300.000 and downw- 
ard. 

There are three basic sizes and the bigger 
the boat, the further out to sea they go. The 
Scumbook is the big on ejuardi the medium 
one and last but not least you have the Huree. 
Although the design and materials have cha- 
nged little there is now more dependence on 
engines as opposed to sails. The latter are 
now used only in emergencies. 

This use of engines now means that a three 
day trip takes only a day. Refrigeration, how- 
ever, still relies on the relatively old method 
of ice packing, another secret held close to 
Abdullah’s chest, but it is obviously an art as 
the fisb in the souk still look wonderfully 
fresh the next day. The fish are stored and 
sold whole, and judging from the natural pro- 
tective slime that covers most of them, this is 
the best way to keep them fresh. 

The nets used to be hand made from cotton 
twine but now this skill is only used to repair 
the new nylon ones from Japan. However, 
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bowstring powered drffls are still in use. Boat prices are from SR300,000 and downward with three basic sizes. 

Kung Fu is part of Chinese culture 

Shaolin masters teach martial arts for defense, exercise

SONGXIAN, China (WP) —The KungFu. 
masters whose fists of steel once helped save 
kingdoms have -all but faded from the legen- 
dary Shaolin, yet their famous brand of mar- 
tial arts lives on in China. At the foot of Song 
Mountain in central China stiU houses a 
handful of the last guardians of the Shaolin 
tradition. ■- . 

The romantic aura of Shaolin will die ou 
with these old men, but China's Communist 
leaders have begun to encourage the teaching 
of its Kutrg Fu as a “secular'’ sport. 

Peking also hopes to cash in on the box- 
office popularity of Kung Fu movies by cop- 
roducing with Hong .Kong film-makffrs a 
swashbuckling extravaganza based on the 
lore of Shaoltn's soldiers. 

“This is part of the Chinese culture that we 
have an obligation to pass on,” said Liang 
Yiquan. a Kung Fu expert who acted as a film 
consultant and teaches Shaolin martial arts at 
a nearby school. 

Ironically, Shaolin began not as a center for 
martial arts, but as a refuge for meditation. 
Boddhidarma is supposed to have settled 
here in the year 520 after sailing across the 
Yellow River. He became famous for repu- 
tedly sitting motionless before a cave wall for 
nine years, breaking only to acknowledge a 
disciple who is said to have cut off his left arm 
as an. act of devotion to attract the his atten- 
tion. 

From ihe discipline of Zen meditation 
sprang China’s most lethal form of martial 
tat. a fast and acrobatic style popuiamed m 
the West by Brin* Lee movies and the 
American television series Aung Fu. - 

In its beydav hundreds of years ago. Sha- 
olin boasted .mow than .2,000 soldiers fre- 
quently enlisted by emperors . to wield their 
Jmg stick* and bare fists against ambitious 
warlords or marauding Japanese pistes. 

Tlieir warrior skills were honed by exer- 
cises requiring almost superhuman endur- 
ance/ Hands were toughened by thrusting 
fingers into pa2a of flint shards. Legs were

day, preparing, he says, to join his famous 
forebears in an extraordinary graveyard of 
stone, tree-shaped obelisks called “ the forest 
of pagodas.” 

The old man, whose shaved pate, porcelain 
■ coloring and wispy black beard make him 
look like a museum piece, talks wistfully of 
the days when Shaolin Kung Fu was more 
than show business. 

“You really had to be determined to mas- 
ter this technique,” he said in an interview at 
Shaolin. “The practice was very bard. But 
today with all the advanced weapons, it's no 
longer very useful. It's a pity.” 

Shaolin masters of yore, he said, dedicated 
their lives at an early age, no later than 12, 
when many saw their parents for the last time. 
Physical training was complemented by 
intense meditation. 

According to legend, novices trying to 


qualify as masters had to fight their way out 
the front door against 36 Shaolin experts. 
Each expert was allowed one maneuver to 
stop the disciple. 

Masters were so fast, so the legend goes, 
they could land a deadly blow* without ever 
revealing their hands. They could project 
every move of an opponent, jump like 
kangeroos, leap over high walls with the help 
of a whip and fend off large numbers with the 
special Shaolin stick made of hardwood 
found in the Song Mountain forest. 

In the days of palace intrigue and chronic 
warfare, Shaolin fashioned a kind of super- 
man ethic: helping the good against evil 
forces. 

Every master took an oath of abstinence 
forbidding acts of lolling, stealing, womaniz- 
ing, boasting and drinking alcohol. 

Bat the ban on kflling was easily lifted by a 


higher calling. 

“Killing a tyrant was a virtue," said the old 
master Shi. “We had a saying, 4 if one tyrant is 
alive, then 10,000 innocent people can't rest 
in peace. ’’ 

For Shaolin, helping the good usually 
meant shoring up whichever emperor was in 
power, and their timely assistance was hand- 
somely rewarded. 

Shaolin was reopened three years ago 
partly to capitalize on tourist interest in Kung 
Fu. Peking has paid to refurbish the mul- 
titiered grounds, and a new roof recently was 
placed on top of the haD where the stone floor 
shows ruts said to have been stomped out by 
past masters. 

In the new China. Shaolin martial arts are 
now taught all over as a form of exercise and 
self-defense. 


With 
as many as eight crew on board eight lines 
may be over the side at one time with up to 
four hooks per line. The number and size of 
the hooks on the line depends on the catch 
sought. Sardina are used as bait for these lines 
and the sardines themselves are caught by 
using a “Seine-net”. This is a cone of netting 
with a weighted perimeter, which is thrown 
over the shoal of fish from row boats. As it is 
pulled in it closes like a bag, trapping the fish 
inside. 

Abdullah demonstrated its use in a swirling 
sweep across the floor of the market. Owing 
to the crowds his first cast yielded a few unex- 
pected extras, notably an amused Yemeni 
porter and his wheelbarrow. However, his 
second attempt produced a spiders web effect 
on the stone floor. Abdullah threw the net as 
though he was in a boat on a choppy sea, 
crouching down low to his kness to keep his 
balance. 

Compasses are used but navigation is done 
by the stars at night and the wind and sun by 
day. but most important by experience gai- 
ned over the years. Abdullah had been capsi- 


zed once and needed rescue a second time 
when storms ripped his sails and his boat ran 
aground on rocks and sank. That time the 
caras or crash was so bad the boat couldn't be 
repaired. Fortunately he was lucky enough to 
be rescued by other fisherman the day after 
the storm. Under more normal conditions the 
boats are steered by a tiller or suken at the 
stem but nowadays some have wheel steer- 
ing. 

“Life has changed,** said Abdullah. The 
government gives money to fisherman for 
boats and nets, but the number of fish seems 
to have withstood the increased efficiency 
afforded by the engines. This was partly due 
to the productivity of the Red Sea. but also to 
the conservation minded fishing techniques 
instinctively employed from long ago. 

Fish below certain sizes are thrown back 
and the mesh size of the nets is controlled to 
allow the younger fish to escape.

Abdullah and I was treated to an impromptu 
rendition of like the clyyaleh, a song for when 
the lines are hauled in. and one of many used 
to fill the waiting hours out at sea.

Fast food profits zoom , 
hamburgers invade France

PARIS, (LOS) — If there was one foreign 
invader the French thought they were well 
equipped to repel it was the hamburger. 

But French newspapers report that the bat- 
.tle is being lost. An increasing number of 
Parisians under 30 are developing the habit 
of dropping into un Fast Food and ordering 
un Big Mae, un whopper, un buffalo, un 
Popeye or un Superwhai. For those who want 
to steer away from beef there is un whatafish. 

The French capitaTs first fast food exhibi- 
tion recently was the occasion for a reassess- 
ment of the rival chains of hamburger sellers 
who until recently did such poor business that 
more than one company has collapsed. 

Fast food represents only 0.2 percent of the 
total French restaurant trade, as against 3.3 
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percent in Britain. But, ihe number of ham- 
burger cafeterias in France has doubled 
within a year and investors, attracted by 
reports of more than comfortable profits, are 
flocking to cash in on the craze. 

Garish new signs are going up along the 
Champs Elysee and Paris boulevards as Mac 
Donald (spelt as two words makes it easier 
for the French to pronounce). Burger King, 
Quick Burger, What A Burger!, Free Time 
and several others compete for the new 
young customers. 

Brightly colored pictures of hamburgers 
are handed to the crowds strolling in the 
boulevards, and cinemas are showing an ad of 
pop singer Eddie Mitchell — French despite 
his suitably Anglo-Saxon name — dancing 
among plastic tables as he chants the What A 
Burger! theme tune. 

The struggle between the companies is 
reflected inside Mac Donalds where the 
American parent company has brought a 
court case to deprive its French branch of the 
right to use its name. The American head- 
quarters have charged that the Big Mac 
served in Paris is a caricature of the real thing. 

The impact of the hamburger is not only 
culinary but cultural. One bold chain claims 
that it mixes herbs from Provence with its 
meat. But the main body of French ham- 
burger addicts want to know that what they 
are eating is genuinely American. 

“You feel that the American words and 
atmosphere are just as important to them as 
what is inside the toasted bun," said one of 
the caterers at the fast food show. 

A law passed several years ago to protect 
the French language forbids foreign — mean- 
ing English — words in display signs above 
shops. But there would be consternation if 
this was ever invoked against hamburger 
establishments. 

The whole transaction of buying un bun 
toast' e has to be conducted in the deepest 
Franglais to keep the customer from drifting 
off in search of a more authentic meal. The 
French generic term la resiau ration rapide has 
inevitably given u.ay lole fast food. A bur°er 
does not come trimmed with frontage but 
with Cheddar cheese, and is hien ketchupe, 
washed, down with les soft drinks or un milk 
shake, t 
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Doctors await Spanish cancer wave, birth defects

MADRID (R) — A year after toxic cook- 
ing oil caused the first of 275 deaths in Spain, 
health authorities face the agonizing possibil- 
ity of coping with a massive cancer wave, 
doctors here say. 

Preliminary laboratory evidence suggests 
the oil causes chromosome damage in both 
bacteria and rats. Infants bom to women who 
had consumed the oil during pregnancy show 
signs of retarded growth, signaling probable 
genetic damage. 

Such disruption of genetic coding is consi- 
dered the basis of the" uncontrolled develop- 
ment of malignant tumors. 

Even with such evidence in its preliminary 
stages — scientists repeat experiments many 
times and under a variety of conditions bef- 
ore drawing definitive conclusions — the 
danger of cancer in toxic oil patients is widely 
recognized by health professionals and resea- 
rchers. 

Half a dozen senior doctors contacted by 
Reuters said cancer was the likeliest result of 


the major disruption caused by the oil to the 
body. 

Dr. Victor Conde. Spain’s director of pub- 
lic health planning, said in an interview that 
the evidence of genetic mutation in the 
18.000 Spaniards known to have been poiso- ’ 
ned by the adulterated oil was still scant. 

But in response to a question he said cancer 
was “a major concern in our follow-up of 
these patients.” He said the ministry had alr- 
eady set aside four million dollars to spend on 
monitoring the patients over the next 10 
years. 

Other doctors have been more categorical 
in their assertions. One, a member of the 
ministry’s clinical committee which has been 
following 2,000 patients since last October, 
said cancer among the worst-affected seemed 
inevirahlp 

Another called the development of tumors 
as obvious conclusion. 

Both insisted their names not be used, 
given the sensitivity of the topic in Spain. 

The oil which has caused this nightmare 
has been off the market for nine or 10 
months. It was sold illegally in unmarked pla- 


stic containers door-to-door and at outdoor 
markets. 

The poison has still not been identified. 
But it is widely believed tbat the oil, which 
has been dyed with aniline to mark it for 
industrial use and then “refined’' by its impo- 
rters to sell as edible oil, set off a self- 
destructive process in the body. 

Researchers say the poison was probably 
broken down immediately upon ingestion, 
making its identification extremely difficult. 

The body reacted to the poison, it appears, 
by producing highly reactive compounds 
known as free radicals that tore away at cell 
membranes.. Cells reacted by building scar 
tissue which, in the worst affected patients, 
blocked major organs. 

Most impaired were the nerves and musc- 
les. Some patients suffered total paralysis. 
Other common symptoms were major weight 
loss, high fever and weakness. 

Minor ailments such as a common cold 
proved fatal to some. 

Many patients have returned to work and a 
relatively normal life. But. as one doctor put

Some studies have shown that infants respond normally when fed 
cold milk or slightly chilled milk. No harmful effects were noted. 
Their growth rates were similar to those of children given warmed 
formulas. And. they were not likely to have colds or digestive upsets.

We all know that 
shingles (especially in the elderly) can be stubborn and dishearten- 
ing.

upset, you and your doctor will discover the culprit.

The bodies of many are riddled with lesions 
and scar tissue and their ability to survive 
ailments in the future is in doubt. 

At least one doctor expressed optimism. 
Dr. Angel Pestana, who co-ordinates toxic oil 
research for the country’s senior research 
council, said he thought it possible tbat some 
of the lesions would reverse themselves and 
those patients would return to normal lives. 

Dr. Antonio Noriega, director of one. of 
Madrid’s major hospitals and an active inves- 
tigator of the toxic oil syndrome, said many of 
the worst patients were surviving far better 
than he would have predicted. 

He said the dozen people under intensive 
care in his hospital had been there for three - 
months. “To be honest,” he said, “in Febru- 
ary I would have told you they had a few 
weeks to live. But they keep hanging on.” 

He added that the death rate had fallen off 
dramatically in the past few months and that 
the issue now was long-term effects. He was 
highly pessimistic about bow many patients 
would be able to avoid cancer. 

Dr. Noriega has organized a small meeting 
of international experts in free radicals for 
early June. He hopes their combined efforts 
will bring doctors here closer to an understa- 
nding of this unprecedented condition. 

"The anomalies we find in these patients 
are so great as to be unbelievable,” be said. 
“These people were submitted to an extraor- 
dinary aggression last May and die disruption 
to their physiology makes one immediately 
think of tumors.” 

One of the p uzzlin g symptoms found in 
many patients is a hard, shiny skin very much 
like that in a condition known as sclerode- 


Scleroderma is of unknown origin and ass- 
umed to be genetically based. 

The cost to Spain of the toxic oil scandal is 
immeasurable. It caused a drop in sales of 
even the purest of Spanish oil and all but 
ruined the country's canning industry when 
suspicions — never substantiated — arose 
that the poisoned oil had found its way into 
tinned goods. 

The health ministry estimates health care 
has already cost about S50 million. 

Despite plans to monitor the patients for 
the next decade, one doctor, when asked 
what could be done for them, responded: "sit 
down and cry ”

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Asia’s 'most popular sport , 
windsurfing sales multiply 


By Denis D. Gray 

PATTAYA, Thailand (AP) — From the 
icy-spartan waters of Japan's northern isla- 
nds to Thailands tropical seas, Asians are 
scooping up boards with sails attached to 
them, and indulging in one of the region's 
fastest growing sports: windsurfing. 

The sport, which combines the basic body 
work of surfing with sailing techniques, was 
born in California in the United States in 
1967 and boomed in Western Europe. 

Although h hit Asian waters relatively late, 
an estimated 80.000 Japanese have already 
taken up windsurfing. Thailand has produced 
at least five world class competitors, and the 
Chinese, who manufacture their own boards, 
are believed ready to enter into foreign regat- 
tas and perhaps a bit of “windsurfing diplom- 
acy.” The sport is also being included in the 
Asian Games. 

Reasons for this Asian upsurge, apart from 
the inherent attractions of the sport, are pro- 
bably the proximity of water and good condit- 
ions almost the year around and increased 
money and leisure time among Asia's grow- 
ing middle classes. 

At a recent regatta here, some of the partic- 
ipants described windsurfing with such terras 
as “a form of yoga and meditation ” "an ass- 
ociation with the natural elements.” and 
“energy-saving ... also did wonders for my 
aging back.” r . 


For more politically minded enthusiasts, 
windsurfing is also regarded as a “democratic 
sport," available to those with less money 
than needed to take part in its sister spori, 
yachting. 

“ Yachting in India is an anachronism of the 
British Raj. Windsurfing is more of a beach 
bum-type sport, if you like. It’s reflection is 
not in wealth," says John Lucas, an English- 
man helping to pioneer the sport in India. 

Bert Morsbach. a Bangkok windsurf board 
manufacturer and key promoter of the sport 
in Southeast Asia, estimates there are 40,000 
boards in Japan and about 20,000 in the rest 
of Asia. Morsbach. a German engineer, beli- 
eves board sales will double and triple yearly 
in many Asian countries. 

Because of complex patent problems, the 
Japanese have imported most of their boards. 
But Tony Nosse, a keen 45-year-old windsur- 
fer and Tokyo businessman, predicts that 
when the problems are resolved. Japan will 
make its own and. “I'm afraid we'll probably 
take over, just like Japanese cameras bent out 
the German ones.” American, German and 
French manufacturers now dominate the 
world market. 

Given Japan's love affair with the sea and a 
general penchant forgoing all-out, Nosse bel- 
ieves that as many as a million Japanese will 
some day-, take up the sport. “It's not only a 
spofitrin Japao*^fs a;kindiof fashion,'' he

TOKYO, May 3 (AP) — The 35th anniv- 
ersary of Japan’s postwar constitution was 
celebrated Monday amid a growing demand 
from conservatives to revise the 1 947 doc- 
ument. 

Called Japan's “peace” constitution bec- 
ause of Article 9, which renounces “war as a 
sovereign right of the nation ... as a means of 
settling international disputes,” conservati- 
ves in the ruling Liberal Democratic Party 
(LDP) have voiced support for revising the 
constitution. 

Public interest in the 166-article docum- 
ent has increased rapidly, and a current 
best-seller in Japan is a simple book called 
the Japanese Constitution, which features a 
large-type version of the constitution, with- 
out footnotes or explanations, and some 
simple' photographs. 

. According to a survey conducted by the 
nationwide daily MamichiShimbun, 70 per- 
cent of the people support the ninth article, 
and only 32 percent favor amending the 
3 5 -year-old constitution. The second para- 
graph of the article outlaws the possession 
^pf “land, sea and air forces, as well as other 


war potential ” - 

While Japan's conservatives favor chang- 
ing the document, pressure to retain the 
peace constitution comes from the opposit- 
ion Socialists and Communists. 

Political rallies Monday, Japan's Constit- 
ution Day. saw opposition politicians rally- 
ing behind the document. Ichiro Asukata. 
chairman of the Japan Socialist Party, asked 
support for “preserving the peace constitut- 
ion and halting the government’s arms buil- 
dup program,” according to local police. 

Meanwhile,- the LDP League of Diet men

stitution held a convention in uptown 
Tokyo, where 2.300 party officials includ- 
ing 22 LDP Diet members participated.

Amid debate over access 


MOSCOW, May 3 (R) — A fierce debate 
is raging at the Soviet Ministiy of Culture 
over the growing influence of Western-style 
pop culture among young Russians, the 
Communist Party daily Pnmta said Monday.

But opinions clearly differ within the Comm- 
unistyouth leadership on how far the authori- 
ties can go in discouraging the trend without 
alienating young people.

U.S. ships call at Kenya port in French paper 


. NAIROBI. May 3 (AP) — The aircraft 
carrier USS John F. Kennedy dropped anchor 
off the Indian Ocean city of Mombasa on 
Sunday and some 8,000 sailors began swarm- 
ing ashore for liberty. The carrier and eight 
other U.S. warships arrived amid a rare pub- 
lic debate in this East' African nation over a 
June 1980 agreement allowing U.S. forces 
access to Mombasa and Kenyan airfields. 

A former Kenyan vice president and still 
prominent political figure, Oginga Odinga. 
has written a letter to a U.S. Congressman 
saying the agreement was concluded “with- 
out the consent of. our people” and is an 
affront to Kenya's declared policy of nonali- 
gnment. 

Parts of the letter were published on Satur- 
day in a Nairobi newspaper, and later in the 
day President Daniel Arap Moi obliquely 
castigated Oginga Odinga in a speech at a 
May Day rally. 

Without naming him. Moi referred to Ogi- 
nga Odinga. who was vice president in the 
early 1960s under the late President Jomo 
Kenyatta. as a writer of "dirty tetters" and 
challenged him to find any American bases in 
Kenya. 

U.S. officials also objected to Oginga Odi- 
nga's use of the word “ bases" in his April-20 
letter to Rep. Richard C. White of the House 
Armed Services Committee. The Texas 
Democrat headed a 10-member Congressio- 


nal delegation which visited Mombasa April 
15 as part of a tour of facilities for possible 
use by the U.S. Rapid Deployment Force. 

Oginga Odinga had stated in his tetter that 
he was expressing not only his own sentime- 
nts but those “of the majority of Kenyans, 
including politicians, religious leaders, acad- 
emicians, trade unionists and others.” 

The access agreement was worked out by 
the Carter administration as it sought military 
facilities in the Indian Ocean and Gulf regi- 
ons to deal with such emergencies as the hos- 
tage crisis in Iran. 

Though Mombasa has become a popular 
liberty port for U.S. ships on patrol in the 
Indian Ocean, the access agreement is sel- 
dom discussed publicly in Kenya. Radical 
parliamentarians occasionally raise it in the 
national assembly, but are told by the gover- 
nment that Kenya's defense arrangements 
are not a matter for public debate. 

U.S. officials here are reluctant to discuss 
the agreement because of Kenyan sensitivit- 
ies about too close an association with the 
United States, particularly while Moi is chai- 
rman of the Organization of African Unity. 

The USS Kennedy and its accompanying 
ships, in Mombasa for a five-day visit, is the 
second carrier battle group to call at the Ken- 
yan port so far this year. The carrier USS 
Constellation and five other ships made a 
five-day liberty call in late January. 


PARIS, May 3 (AP) — The editors and 
writers atLe Monde Sunday endorsed compr- 
omise candidate Andre Laurens for editor in 
chief, apparently ending a two-year success- 
ion battle that split the influential daily news- 
paper into opposing political camps. 

Laurens, a 48-year-old assistant political 
editor, received 71.1 percent of the votes cast 
by the editorial staff, which, along with other 
Le Monde employees, owns most of the newsr- 
paper's stock. Under Le Monde 's bylaws, he 
needed at least 60 percent of the vote. 

Laurens will need 75 percent of the ballots 
at the publisher's general assembly later this 
month before formally assuming the job, but 
the editorial staff vote was considered the 
major test. 

Laurens, generally described as low-key, 
honest and well-liked, emerged as the leading 
candidate after two screening committees fai- 
led to agree on better known figures at the 
newspaper. 

The political infighting, which sometimes 
spread to the from pages in competing editor- 
ials, began after Jacques Fauvet announced 
early in 1980 that he would retire as editor. 
The retirement date was eventually fixed for 
the end of next month. 

Diplomatic assistant editor Claude Julien 
was elected editor in chief in 1981 but voted 
out office early this year because of an inter- 
nal dispute over his leftist political views. 


LISBON, May 3 ( AP) — Luanda over the

EEC may extend steel cuts 


BRUSSELS. May 3 ( R) — European Eco- 
nomic Community (EEC) governments are 
expected to move T uesday toward agreement 
on prolonging mandatory output cuts on 
EEC steelmakers, diplomatic sources said. 

The EEC commission has asked for an 
18-month extension to the end of 1983 of its 
power to impose the cuts, which were due to 
be abolished at the end of June, in view of the 
depressed demand and massive losses still 
afflicting EEC steelmakers. 

The sources said there was broad political 
agreement among EEC industry ministers, 
who meet here Tuesday on the need to ext- 
end the crisis measures but important details 
remains to be hammered out and might 
delay a formal accord. 

In particular, the duration of any extension 
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remains an open question, with West Germ- 
any, which accounts' for over a third of EEC 
Steel output, apparently determined to limit it 
to a maximum of one year. 

In a bid to avert conflict, the commission 
has suggested the cuts might be eliminated at 
any time if circumstances changed. But the 
sources said this and other issues could delay 
final agreement until another meeting sched- 
uled for next month. 

The ministers will also have to decide prec- 
isely which products will be covered in any 
extension of the cuts. They are currently 
imposed on some 70 percent of EEC product- 
ion but the commission has proposed extend- 
ing its net. 

Eurofer. the EEC steelmakers association, 
has already decided to extend until the end of 
1983 its voluntary accord on output cuts cov- 
ering products not directly overseen by the 
commission. The emergency reductions in 
production. First imposed October 1980. are 
designed to avert chaos in an EEC steel market 
where the resession in major steel-using 
industries like construction and shipbuilding 
has threatened the existence of several com- 
panies. 

Since the last successful year for EEC stee- 
lmakers in 1 974, some 30 percent of the wor- 
kforce have lost their jobs. 


LONDON. May 3 (R) — Crumbling cocoa 
values on international markets have spurred 
producing and consuming nations to take fur- 
ther steps to bolster prices, but market analy- 
sis believe they will be successful only in the 
short term. 

The international cocoa agreement, to 
which producers and consumers subscribe 
in the interests of stabilizing prices, has been 
buying cocoa for its reserve stock for over six 
months in an attempt to raise prices. 

This has cost an estimated $230 million. In' 
order to continue the process of soaking up 
surplus cocoa, the International Cocoa Org- 
anization (ICCO) recently agreed on a $75 
million loan from three Brazilian banks to 
finance further cocoa buying. 

But market analysts say that the internati- 
onal agreement lacks the financial strength, 
even with these extra resources, to keep 
cocoa prices within levels set by the pact. 
They say the loan will not buy enough cocoa 
to do anything more than keep prices steady 
in the short term. 

The price is now a little above the 10- 
month low point of 911 sterling ($1,612) it 
hit in late April.

Iraq keeps development pace 


BAGHDAD, May 3 (AP) — Business is 
off this spring at .Baghdad's famous outdoor . 
fish restaurants along the muddy Tiejris 
River. Swirling dust from construction sites 
keeps diners avvay. . 

“We apologize for the temporary inconve- 
nience,” says a waiter. “We are rebuilding 
Our country.” 

Baghdad is being- transformed from a sle- 

epy oriental city to a gleaning metropolis. 
After 19 months of war against Iran, the Ira- 
qis have borrowed $25 billion from Arab all- 
ies to pay for the war effort and keep afloat a 
city-wide high-speed development plan that 
jis one of the most ambitious in the Third 
World. 

Western and Asian diplomatic analysts say 
Iraq's oil wealth is being wisely spent on deve- 
lopment projects that benefit the bulk of the 
people. The development policy and the rela- 
tively high standard of Hying have brought a 
measure of security to the regime of Presid- 
.ent Saddam Hussein, they said. . 

“ We think of development as being as seri- 
ous as the war itself," said Sabbah Kaachachi, 
industrial adviser to Iraq's ministry of plann- 
ing. “Development is the antithesis of war. 
.We are carrying out both at the same time.” 

. Kaachachi acknowledged in an interview 
tftaf there are imposing challenges in juggling 
war. which costs a billion dollars a. month, 

- with round-the-clock development, the price 
tag of which is a ; government secret. 

He said Iraq's pre-war, five-year growth 
plan has been set aside and replaced by one- 
•year plans with readjusted priorities. The 
number-one item on the new spending list is 
-repairing war damage. Second are projects 
-that have “direct relations to the war” the 
adviser added. 


The war, though, has not threatened what 
Kaachachi called Iraq's top, long-range goal, 
which is to conserve its oil reserves — third 
largest among Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries — while returning the 
ancient Mesopotamian valley to its long-lost 
status as bread basket of the orient. 

A thousand years ago, farmers working the 
land between the Tigris and Euphrates rivers 
fed 40 million. Iraq today cannot produce 
enough food for its own 13.5 million people. 
Western economic analysts say Iraq last year 
bought 30 percent of its food from abroad. 

The government's figures for development 
look impressive. Kaachachi said Iraq spent 
$17 bDlion on development in 1980, before 
the outbreak of the war against Iran in Sept- 
ember of that year. 

It spent $22 billion in 1 981 and budgeted 
$25 billion for development this year, Kaac- 
hachi said. But Iraq does not know the extent 
of its war damage, especially to its Gulf oil 
facilities that are off the coast and unsafe for 
engineers to take accurate insoections. 


Western diplomatic sources estimate infla- 
tion is at 30 percent and climbing. The gover- 
nment controls the prices of rents and basic 
foods. An unskilled laborer, who earned $10 
(three dinars) a day at the start of the war, is 
earning $30 (nine dinars) a day now. 

A mason earns anywhere from $90 to $1 10 
(27 to 33 dinare) per day. A man in a Bagh- 
dad suburb boasted that he paid almost 
$400,000 (120.000 dinars) for a new luxury 
car imported from Germany. 

In Egypt, for example, the per capita inc- 
ome is about $400 per year. Iraqis were enjo- 
ying that level of national income back in 
1 973. The Iraqi per capita income jumped 
three times over by 1976 and it has been 
increasing steadily. Hussein spent heavily at 
the start of the war to import foods and luxury 
hems. This kept food shelves stocked. 

The practice could not last. As the war 
dragged on, Iraq struggled to boost its oil 
exports to 900.000 barrels per day while the 
glut in the West depressed, demand and pri- 
ces.

Italian Foreign Minister Emilio Colombo 
laid strong emphasis on the need for a dip- 
lomatic settlement. The large number of 
Italian emigrants in Argentina have caused a 
dilemma for Italy over where its loyalties lie.

W. German 
jobless may 

soar to 2m 

BONN. May 3 1 AP) — West Germany will 
have around 2 million unemployed people by 
year' s end and experience only slow recovery 
from the current recession, the country's five 
leading economics institutes forecast Mon- 
day. 

.Presenting their annual spring economic 
prognosis, the institutes said the jobless rate 
— currently about 7.5 percent of the working 
population — would average 1 .8 million for 
the year but hover around 2 million by year s 
end. In 1981. the average unemployment 
rate was 5.4 percent. A widely predicted rec- 
overy in the fall would not "be sufficient to 
bring down unemployment, the institutes 
said. 

They predicted a growth rate of onlv half a 
percent in gross national product for 19S2. 
but forecast that inflation, while averaging 4.5 
percent over the year, would come down to 
about 4 percent by year's end. 

The institutes also forecast that Bonn 
would find it difficult to narrow gaping state 
deficits, partly because rising unemployment' 
at 200.000 above the government’s forecast 
bv years end — would cost the state an extra 
4 billion marks in unemployment and other 
welfare payments, the institutes said. 

OAPEC suggests 
plan for OPEC 

KUWAIT. May 3 (R) — OPEC countries 
could raise oil output when market prices 
rose above the exporter group's official tariffs 
and pay the extra revenue into a new fund, 
the Organization of Arab Petroleum Export- 
ing Countries (OAPEC) has said. 

If prices fell, the 13 OPEC (Organization 
of Petroleum Exporting Countries) members 
would cut output and tap this fund to make up 
for lost revenue. Kuwait-based OAPEC said 
in an editorial in its monthly magazine. 

OAPEC. which has 10 members, said this 
would protect oil exporting countries' 
national development programs from fluctu- 
ations in the world oil market. 

OPEC countries are facing budget deficits 
and some are experiencing financial hardship 
because a decline in demand for OPEC oil 
has almost halved the group's oil output 
compared with 1979 levels. 

OAPEC members include Saudi Arabia. 
Kuwait. Qatar. Iraq. Libya, the United Arab 
Emirates and Algeria which with Ecuador. 
Gabon. Indonesia. Iran. Nigeria and Ven- 
ezuela Form OPEC.

Dollar rates hold ground 


By J. H. Hammond 

JEDDAH, May 3 — The American curr- 
ency was relatively unchanged compared lo 
Friday closing prices against the major 
world currencies. U.S. dollar interest rates 
continued to hold firm albeit at a lower level 
but trading activity in general was reported 
to have been quiet and cautious given the 
closure of the London bourses lor the tradit- 
ional May Day holidays. 

The European exchanges basically dealt 
at Friday closing levels and awaited Mon- 
day night developments in New York, espe- 
cially on whether the Federal Reserve 
Board will continue with its recent tighten- 
ing on -Fed fund" prime lending rates. Not 
all U.S. commercial banks seem to be of the 
opinion that U.S. interest rates might be 
facing a decline for several banks raised 
their less-sensitive broker loan rate last 
week but this is normally of less importance 
than the prime lending rate. 

In the bulliion markets Monday. Zurich 
dealers reported some sharp selling press- 
ure developing and then reversing itself in a 
confused market situation that saw gold pri- 
ces fluctuate at the $347 to S349 levels. 
Silver fell below- the S7.U0 mark to trade at 
6.85 at one stage. The increased tensions 
over the Fatklands has not sem gold prices 
skyrocketing as some had expected but 
more serious fighting outbreak could see 
investors turn toward gold in the coming 
few’ days. 

_ In the various currency news, the British 


pound stayed remarkably firm at between 
1 .7y80 to 1 .8120 on Monday but Frankfurt 
and other European dealers were reluctant 
to commit themse'les to dealing heavily in 
sterling without any indications from the 
London markets. The French franc slipped 
quietly higher to ‘6.05 6.0600 levels while 
the Swiss' franc was relatively unchanged 
over Friday prices at 1.9490 levels. 

The situation was similar with the yen 
trading at 234.60 levels but the German 
mark was slightly stronger at 2.3240. With 
Eurodollar deposit rates averaging at 14 
7 s - 15 1; s percent for the one-month and 
14 13/16 percent levels for the three-month 
tenors, the dollar had a basically quiet day. 

It was also quiet on the local markets 
where rival deposit levels remained uncha- 
nged over Sunday levels and traded around 
13 - v s - 13 7 » percent for the one-month 
and 13 - 13 ■ 1, j percent in the one-year. 

The latter tenor's price had been edging 
slightly higher during the past few days but 
Jeddah banks indicated that liquidity was 
available in the market.

AMSTERDAM. May 3 (R> — The 
Netherlands expects to drop its plan of buy- 
ing some two billion cubic meters per year of 
Soviet gas. a spokesman for the state gas util- 
ity Nederiandse Gasunie in Groningen said 
Monday. 

“The plans arc on ice at the moment, but it 
is likely negotiations will be halted defini- 
tively soon,'* the spokesman said. Dutch gas 
sales continue to fall, which means there is 
less need for additional imports. 

The spokesman said negotiations with the 
Soviet Union could always be reopened but 
government sources said it appeared unlikely 
that the Netherlands would buy Soviet gas at

PARIS. May 3 (AFP) — Iran has enough 
reserves of natural gas for several big export 
projects, including the building of a gas pipel- 
ine through Turkey to Europe, according lo 
Oil Minister Muhammad Gharazi. 

In an interview published in the latest issue 
of the specialist magazine Arab Oil and Gas.

He added in the interview that Iran had not 
violated its oil production limit of ! .2 million 
barrels a day set at the special meeting of the 
Organization of Petroleum Exporting Count- 
ries (OPEC) in Vienna in March. 

Gharazi said all countries were potential 
oil clients of Tehran except for the United 
States, South Africa, the Philippines and Isr- 
ael. He added that Eastern bloc countries had 
boosted their trade with Iran since the Iran- 
ian revolution.

ored here reported that a Libyan delegation 
arrived in the Iranian capital Monday to cho- 
ose Iranian volunteers to take pan in Iran's 
aid program for the Libyan oil industry.

MADRID, May 3 (AFP) —This year’s 
Spanish Formula OncGrand Prix schednledic 
take place on Sunday June 27 during the 
World Cup football finals, is on the verge of 
being called off. 

The organization of the race at Jarama just 
outside Madrid is being .contested ^by the 
Royal Spanish Automobile Club (RSACJ 
and the Spanish Automobile Federation 
(SAF). 

■ The International Motor Sport Federation 
(FISA) wants SAF to have control, but 
RSAC is opposing this and demanding that 
Constructors’ Association boss Bernie 
Ecclestone be put in charge. 

Ecclestone, however, has apparently lost 
Interest in the Grand Prix, faling to stop off 
here as announced on his way back to Lon- 
don from the special FISA meeting in Casab- 
lanca. 

A race spokesman also said chat all the 
available hotel accommodation in the Span- 
ish capital during this period had been filled 
by World Cup bookings. 

Meanwhile, Jean-Piene Balestre, presi- 
dent of FISA was given an 8 1 percent vote of 
confidence at a FISA session in Casablanca 
which ended talks on the problems which 
have caused a crisis in Formula One racing. 

But the three -day talks ended without 
agreement on Bales ire's proposal to make 


substantial changes m Formula tone rales, v 
on the controversial disqualifications at the 
Brazilian Grand Prix earlier this year. 

Asked after the FISA meeting what would 
happen now. Balestre replied’* We shall see." 

The proposals for rule changes have been 
shelved to a commission which is to submit 
recommendations to another FISA meeting 
in October. Balestre had hoped to introduce 
new rules here which would have the effect of 
uf curbing the power of turbo-charged cars 
like the Rcnauhs and Ferrans. 

World champion Nelson Piquet of Brazil, 
who drove a Brabham, and Kckc Rosbergof 
Finland, in a Williams, were disqualified from 
first and second places in the Brazilian Grand 
Prix because their ears were judged to be 
under the minimum wcighL 

Members of the Formula One Consruc- 
tors’ Association (FOCA) who race cars with 
conventional engines have tried to counter 
the extra power of the Rcnauhs and Ferraris 
bv taking advantage of what they considered 
a loophole in the regulations allowing them to 
race under-weight cars. 

FOCA members boycotted the San 
Marino Grand Prix in protest against the dis- 
qualifications and Renault and Ferrari were 
said to have threatened withdrawal from 
motor sport if the Brazilian result was 
allowed to stand or if new turbo rules were 
introduced. 


Aussie s tipped for honors 


DUSSELDORF, West Germany, May 3 
(Agencies) — Australian and the United Sta- 
tes are the favorites to win the World Tennis 
Team Cup, starting Monday, following the 
withdrawal of titleholders Chechoslovakia. 

Czechoslovakia pulled out because their 
two star players world No.2 Ivan Lendl and 
Tomas Smid, currently about 25 th in the ran- 
kings. decided they would rather play in the 
Forest Hills World Championship Tennis 
Tournament staged at the -same time. 

Sweden have been invited to participate in 
the event, organized by the Association of 
Tennis Professionals (ATP), to make up the 
eight teams required. The other five are the 
Argentina, Spain, West Germany, France 
and Italy. 

Meanwhile, former U.S. and Wimbledon 
champion Stan Smith admitted he didn't do 
much right, but still managed to defeat 
fellow- American Marty Riessen and gain 
514,000 in the final of the Toyoia over 35s 
Tournament of Champions Monday night.

Meanwhile, Frenchman Jacques Chinon 
will not only win tbe European middleweight 
boxing title if he beats Britain’s defending 
champion Tony Sibson in Lodon Tuesday 
night, he will also thoroughly confuse the 
world -rankings. 

Sibson, a muscular left-hooker who has 
won 45, lost three and drawn one of his profe- 
ssional fights, is the World Boxing Council’s' 
No. 1 challenger and is marking time before 
being given a shot at the title, currently held 
by American Marvin Hagler. 

Should he lose to so modest an opponent as 
Chinon, Sibson will almost certainly drop out 
of the world title reckoning, perhaps perma- 
nently. But tbe chances of an upset appear 
slim. He has already beaten Chinon once, 
topping him in eight rounds in June 1979, and 
the Frenchman’s record of 1 7 wins, 22 defe- 
ats and five draws is hardly intimidating. 

Perhaps Chinon’s best hope is that Sibson 
will produce tbe sort of ragged performance 
that has marked a number of his fights against 
lesser opponents. The Briton, 24 next week, 
looked a top-notch fighter when stopping 
compariot Alan Min ter, the former world 
champion, and outpointing world-class Ame- 
rican Dwight Davison in bis last fight, but he 
also has the capacity to look dreadful.

A shrewd defender makes 
all kinds of assumptions about 
the location of the unseen 
cards. He does not see part- 
ner’s or declarer’s hand, but, 
in order to find the best 
method of defense, he 
assumes where some of the 
missing cards reside. 

Tbe governing principle in 
making such assumptions is 
that you don’t assign to 
declarer cards that make the 


contract impregnable, if it is 
possible for partner to have 
them. On the contrary, you 
assume that partner has the 
high-card strength or distribu- 
tion that will lead to declarer’s 
defeat 

Consider this case where 
West leads a diamond. East 
takes the ace and the problem 
is what to return. The correct 
return is a low heart, but, 
before discussing the question 
of why, let’s first examine the 
effect West puts up the king 
and dummy wins with the ace. 

It doesn't matter what 
declarer does next; he is 
bound to go down one. If he 
tries a trump finesse. West 
takes the king, returns a 
heart, and that finishes 
declarer off. If East returns 
anything but a low heart at 
trick two. South easily makes 
the contract. 

East’s goal at tbe start is to 
score four tricks for the 
defense. In attempting to meet 
this goal, he cannot credit 
South with the king of hearts, 
for, if declarer has that card, 
it becomes impossible for 
East-West to take four tricks. 

Hence a heart return by 
East at trick two is a must. He 
is forced to hope that West has. 
a trump trick in addition to the 
king of hearts, and that the 
heart return will do declarer

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Indonesia 
goes to 

poll today 

Troops , militia 
put on full alert 

JAKARTA. May 3 (R) — More than 
50.000 troops and militia were on full alert 
Monday as voters in Indonesia, the world's 
fifth most populous country, go to the polls 
Tuesday to elect a new parliament, but the 
capital was reported quiet. 

At least 59 persons were killed in violence 
and accidents during the campaign, but nati- 
onal security chief Adm. Sudomo expressed 
optimism that voting throughout would be 
peaceful. 

Adm. Sudomo ordered troops last week to 
shoot on sight anyone trying to disrupt the 
elections, the third since President Suharto 
came to power after crushing a Communist 
coup attempt in 1965. 

The polls, in which 82 million of the 146 
million population are registered voters, are 
not expected to change the present power 
structure in which the government’s Golkar 
Party dominates parliament. Golkar, which is 
backed by the powerful armed forces, won 
232 of the 360 elected seats in the 1 977 elect- 
ions. The other 100 seats in the 460-member 
parliament are reserved for presidential nom- 
inees. mostly militaiy officers. 

The two other parties in the fray are the 
Muslim-dominated Partai Perea tu an Pernba- 
ngunan (PPP) or United Development Party 
and the small Parti Demokrasi Indonesia 
(PDI). Golkar faces its toughest challenge in 
Jakarta where the PPP.campaignmgon relig- 
ious lines, appears set to make some gains. 
Five of the 1 2 seats in Jakarta went to PPP in 
the last elections. 

The campaign could be the last of its kind 
in Indonesia. Security officials believe that 
campaigning should be limited and mass rall- 
ies banned in future. -Ail campaigning was 
brought to an end five days ago for an officia- 
lly declared "quiet period" before the polls. 
Most shops were closed Monday as a large 
number of people left the capital to surround- 
ing home villages to vote. 

Foreign diplomats said Golkar should win 
3t least 60 percent of the popular vote at the 
polls to maintain credibility. Anything much 
less would call into question public support 
for the government despite its undoubted 
success in developing the country, they said. 

Voting is not compulsory. Those 17 or 
older and married persons under that age 
have the franchise. The polls are to be open 
from 8 a.m. to 2 p.m. (0100 to 0700 GMT). 
Scattered early returns were expected late 
Tuesday. Another day or two needed to esta- 
blish provisional results as they trickle in acr- 
oss this nation of 13.677 islands.

Riot police crack down [Fri 
on Polish demonstration 


WARSAW. May 3 t.R) — Armed Polish 
riot police, firing tear-gas canisters and water 
cannon, Monday broke up a demonstration 
in central Warsaw by more than 10.000 sup- 
portersof the suspended trade union Solidar- 
ity- 

The police, wearing helmets and carrying 
shields, advanced on the crowd which had 
gathered in the cobbled Castle Square chant- 
ing pro-Solidarity slogans and singing the 
national anthem. There were no immediate 
reports of casualties, but several of the 
demonstrators were hustled away into the 
fleet of police and military trucks drawn up 
around the old town. 

The demonstration began in the same fash- 
ion as the Solidarity march through the 
streets on May Day. But it was stopped as it 
reached the edge of the square by a line of 
blue-uniformed police, and then broken up. 

Hours before the protest, military ruler 
Wojciech Jaruzelski had attended a cere- 
mony in Castle Square to mark the anniver- 
sary of the May 3. 1791. constitution. 

The Solidarity demonstrators defied 
dozens of vehicles brought into the old town 
by the security forces during the morning. 
The protesters streamed into the square and 
into a side street to gather before St. John's 
Cathedral, where a mass was being said. 

Within minutes of the time when under- 
ground sources had said the demonstration 
would begin, the crowd began to dap in 
rhythm and chant slogans, including one cal- 
ling for the release from internment of Lech 
Walesa, leader of the union. 

The authorities allowed last Saturday's 
march, attended by some 50.000 people, to 
go ahead without interference, but they made 
it dear they would not permit a repetition of 
that demonstration Monday. The Interior 
Ministry issued a statement Sunday- night 
reminding people they needed a permit to 
stage marches or demonstrations and said

anyone violating mania! law would be sum- 
marily punished. 

Monday's action against the Solidarity 
demonstrators was the biggest show of force 
in the capital against opponents of the Com- 
munist rulers since the military takeover last 
December. The vast majority of the demons- 
trators were of student age 

The May Day march and Mondays 
developments followed a week in which the 
authorities announced they were relaxing 
martial law conditions ** because of a gradual 
normalization of life.” They released 1 .000 
of the 3,000 internees and lifted the 
overnight curfew. 

Before the demonstration began, a Roman 
Catholic deputy called on the country’s parli- 
ament (Sejm) to consider reactivation of Sol- 
idarity. suspended when martial law was 
imposed last December 13. 

Deputy Janusz Zablocki said the Sejm 
should evaluate all proposals designed to 
achieve national agreement, including one by 
Poland's bishops calling for the restoration of 
suspended unions. The deputy spoke during a 
debate on a government-sponsored draft 
resolution calling for national accord within 
the existing Communist system. 

Zablocki. leader of a tiny group which in 
general echoes the views of the episcopate, 
also accused the state-controlled media of 
distorting facts. The draft resolution said 
Poland should preserve all those reforms of 
the Solidarity period which “enabled the 
working people to have more say in their own 
affairs, while rejecting that which threatens 
the interests of the Socialist state.” 

In a reference to underground opposition 
activities by Solidarity and dissident intellec- 
tuals. the document said: “The Sejm is criti- 
cal of the sowing of discord and of inciting 
society against the legal authorities...These 
destructive activities must be resolutely coun- 
teracted.” 


As union threatened 

Tension mounts in Portugal 


LISBON. May 3 (R) — Political tension 
rose in Portugal Monday after the governm- 
ent threatened to take legal action against the 
country' s main trade union leaders over the 
deaths of two workers in a May Day riot in 
the northern city of Oporto. Leaders of the 
Communist-led iabor movement met in Opo- 
rto to plan a new general strike. 

A cabinet statement said the government 
planned to sue all the leaders of the CGTP- 
Intersindical, the countiy’s largest labor con- 
federation. for incitement to riot. It blamed 
the Oporto clashes entirely on lntersindical. 

The proposal to hold a general strike, the 
second in less than three months, will be put 
to the vote at a meeting of lntersindical uni- 
ons Tuesday, but the Lisbon Communist 
daily O Diario predicted it would take place 
within the next few days. 

The deaths of the young workers in the 
early hours of May Day after a night of viol- 


ent clashes between riot police and Intersind- 
ical supporters in the center of Oporto has 
radically changed the language used by the 
pro-Soviet Communist press. 

O Diario ’s editor, Miguel Urbano Rodrig- 
ues. published a long article saying the Opo- 
rto incidents had shown up the ruling democ- 
ratic alliance to be fascism in disguise and 
claiming that the class struggle in Portugal 
was more acute than anywhere else in Eur- 
ope. 

With the Communists stepping up their 
demands for the government’s dismissal, the 
O Diario editor challenged President Antonio 
Ramalho Eanes to use his powers to dissolve 
parliament. Prime Minister Francisco Pinto 
Balsemao. meanwhile, left Monday for two 
days of talks with West German leaders, mai- 
nly on PortugaT s bid to join the European 
Economic Community (EEC) by 1984. . 


S. African aid to Seychelles raiders cited 


PIETERMARITZBURG. South Africa, 
May 3 (Agencies) — The attempted coup in 
the Seychelles last November was carried out 
following approval by the South African cab- 
inet. veteran mercenary leader Col. “Mad” 
Mike Hoare lold the supreme court here 
Monday. 

Col. Hoare. testifying on behalf of defense 
at the trial of 43 mercenaries who allegedly 
hijacked an Air-lndia plane following the 
abortive coup, said the attempted overthrow 
of the Seychelles government was also carr- 
ied out with the knowledge of the South Afri-

can intelligence service and with arms suppl- 
ied by the South African defense force. 

Col. Hoare said he had been informed that 
the South African cabinet had decided in pri- 
nciple in September last year that the coup 
should go ahead. An invoice from the defense 
force, covering the delivery of 75 Russian 
AK-47 rifles, among other things, to Col. 
Hoare* s home in Hilton, in South Africa's 
Natal province, was submitted as evidence - 
These weapons were allegedly used in the 
abortive coup.

Seychelles government, said that his evidence 
was being given with the greatest reluctance.

Earlier the judge rejected a defense mot- 
ion to drop one of four charges against the 
mercenaries. Defense lawyers said the court 
should dismiss the fourth count charging that 
the defendants brought arms and ammunit- 
ion aboard the Air-lndia flight without perm- 
ission. The defense said the state had incorre- 
ctly identified the operator as Air-lndia Cor- 
poration rather than Air-lndia airlines, and 
thus had not proved the men acted without 
permission of the operator. 

2 contenders emerge 
to lead Italian party 

ROME. May 3 (R) — A struggle for leade- 
rship of Italy's Christian Democratic Party, 
which basprovided every’ postwar prime min- 
ister except the present one, narrowed to two 
contenders Monday. 

Luigi Ciriaco de Mita. 54, influential on the 
party’s left wing, and former Prime Minister 
Arnaldo Forlani. 56, emerged as rival candi- 
dates for the post of party secretary at the 
party's six-day congress. 

Whoever wins the job when the 1351 del- 
egates vote later this week will play no formal 
part in government, but as head of the coun- 
try's most popular parry he will be instrumen- ' 
tal in choosing the next prime minister. 

Forlani, defeated in a bid for the party 
leadership in 1976. was prime minister last 
year when a series of scandals forced the gov- 
ernment to quit. 


France sees 
foreign hand 
in terrorism 

GUERET. France, May 3 (R) — Presi- 
dent Francois Mitterrand said Monday 
that recent terrorist attacks in France had 
foreign origins and pledged himself to lead 
an implacable battle to end them. 

In a speech to the people of this central 
French town. Mitterrand said recent inci- 
dents showed France was being used as a 
battleground for “international antagoni- 
sms.” “This terrorism is for the most part 
an imported article, made abroad,” he 
said. 

Eight persons including two foreign dip- 
lomats have been killed in terrorist attacks 
in France this year. Two Syrian diplomats 
were expelled last month hours after a car 
bomb in central Paris killed one person 
and injured 60 others. Diplomats said 
France believed Syria had been involved 
in attacks on French people and property. 

Mitterrand, making his second trip to 
the French provinces since his election a 
year ago, appealed for solidarity to com- 
bat the effects of terrorist and home- 
grown crime. “I can say straight away, 
havingtaken the responsibility of conduct- 
ing it myself, the struggle against all forms 
of terrorism will be waged implacably.” he 
said. j 

Doctor denies 
Brezhnev stroke 

NEW YORK, May 3 (AFP) — Soviet Pres- 
ident Leonid Brezhnev's personal doctor, 
heart specialist Evgeni Shazov. has brushed 
offi suggestions that theaging leader recently 
had a stroke. He told Time magazine in its 
latest issue: “He has been buried so many 
times by the foreign press that I have lost, 
count.” 

Dr. Shazov, who heads the Kremlin medi- 
cal team which looks after the Soviet leaders- 
hip. invoked traditional medical confidentia- 
lity on the matter, but said that if anyone was 
able to reappear in public a few weeks after a 
stroke, “it could be a miracle.” Shazov was 
awarded a Lenin Prize last month for develo- 
ping a treatment to dissolve blood clots quic- 
kly. but he denied to the magazine that he had 
used it on Brezhnev. “There was no need to.” 
he said. 

Reports that the Soviet leader had a stroke 
circulated in Moscow five weeks ago. His fust 
appearance since then was for 90 minutes on' 
May Day. reviewing the parade in Red Squ- 
are. 

Car bomb kills Italian 

REGGIO CALABRIA, Italy. May 3 (R) 
— A car bomb Monday killed a building con- 
tractor in south Italy who had received Mafia 
extortion threats, police said. Gennaro Muse- 
11a. 58, died when he switched on the ignition. 
His booby-trapped car was blown across a 
street here by the force of the blast and a 
passer-by was seriously injured, they said.

t Bengal Marxists 


NEW DELHI. May 3 (AFP) — Tens of 
thousands of saffron-robed members of the 
fanatical organization Anand Marg vowed to 
avenge 17 of their members who were 
lynched and burnt to death in West Bengal 
last week, an organization source disclosed 
Monday. . 

A confrontation is developing in this 
Marxist -governed east Indian state between 
the Marxists, who have been accused of the 
killings, and the Annand Marg organization. 
During night-long raids on Friday. 106 per- 
sons were arrested in connection with the 
killings. 

The row has blown up as the state of 55 
million people prepares for assembly elec- 
tions which will decide the fate of the Marxist 
government. State police and federal- 
con trolled intelligence units in West Bengal 
have been alerted to the possibility of trou- 
ble. 

Anand Marg, or “the path to eternal bliss . 
claims three million members in India and 
66,000 followers in the United States. 
Australia. Canada, West Germany. Japan, 
Philippines, Mexico, Nepal and Argentina. 

Formed in 1955 by former railway accoun- 
tant. Prabhat Ranjan Sarkar, the organiza- 
tion preaches violence. The Marg expounds 
the theory that “any action undertaken with 
true spirit of rectification could not be termed 
himsa {violent), no matter how harsh it might 
be.” Last week’s killings were provoked by 
rumors that Marg followers were kidnapping 
children. 

The Anand Marg aims at establishing rule 
by“ moralists” in India. The approach chosen 
by its founder, who was in prison for several 
years facing charges of manslaughter, was to 
form a political party — the Proutist Bloc — 
and various organizations. They went into the 
cities, towns and villages, setting up orphan- 
ages. old peoples' homes, cheap kitchens. 


schools and cultural institutions and 
thousands of members went to the relief of 
flood and earthquake regions. 

Bm the Anand Marg has also been accused 
of acts of terrorism: Killing an influential 
minister in Indira Gandhi's pre-1975 
emergency rule cabinet, throwing a grenade 
into the ear of a former chief justice and 
killing five former members of the sect 
including the wife ol Sarkar who h:ul 
defected. Sarkar was charged with mans- 
laughter. 

Confrontation between Ihc Marxist* and 
the Marg dates back to 1967 when during 3 
march a mob attacked the Marg headquarters 
in Purulia. West Bengal state, killing live sect 
members and reducing the building to rubble. 
At the time the Marxists were in powers*, the 
Margis (members of the Marg) shifted their 
headquarters to the . tribal town of Ranchi in 
adjoining Bihar state. There too they were 
soon in" trouble and police reported!) 
unearthed numerous human skulls. 

Confrontation with Prime Minister Indirq 
Gandhi followed and the Margis were ban- 
ned along with 25 other organizations with 
the imposition of emergency rule in June 
1*#75. Her defeat in the 1977 election saw a 
rc-emergeney of the Anand Marg. Detained 
members were freed and were allowed tn 
carry on their activities. 

During Sarkar’ s internment his followers 
committed a series of self-immolations in 
Bihar. New Delhi. Manila and New York t t . 
highlight what they called the torture of their 
guru by Mrs. Gandhi's government. In NTS a 
Bihar court exonerated Sarkar of all charge* 
and he was released. 

The Marg revived its activities and set up 
its headquarters near Calcutta — the capital 
of West Bengal state and since then. Marg 
sources have said, there have heen frequent 
un reported clashes between the sect and the 
Marxists. 


Vows to end violence 

Salvador president installed 


SAN SALVADOR. May 3 (R) — Alvaro 
Magana, a banker and political independent, 
took over as president of El Salvador and 
pledged to work for an end to political viole- 
nce which has killed 33,000 persons in less 
than three years. 

But he implicitly ruled out bargaining with 
leftist guerrillas as a means to ending a two- 
year-old civil war when he told deputies: 
“We have nothing to negotiate.” Magana, 
56. took over Sunday from a civilian-military 
junta, led by Jose Napoleon Duarte of ihc . 
Christian Democrats, which was ruled with 
U.S. backing for the past two and a halfycars. 

At a ceremony at the Constituent Assem- 
bly, he donned the blue-and-white president- . 
ial sash investing him with authority to rule 
this tiny Central American Republic of five 
million people. In his first official speech, he 
told the 60 assembly deputies and a nationwi- 
de television audience he would spend every 
day of his government working to secure 
peace in the war-tom country. 

He also called on Salvadorans to leave beh- 
ind their resentments, desires for revenge and 


sectarian politics. He said they sliould work 
together to overcome the country’s problems 
in the recent past. He also announced that 3 
priority of hK government would be the recu- 
very of El Salvador's war-battered economy. 

Magana is an interim president. He was 
elected by the assembly last week as u compr- 
omise candidate after a month ot haggling 
after a general election on March 28 gave 
rightist parties 1 2 more seats than the centrist 
Christian Democrats. The left boycotted the 
elections. The assembly will draw up a new 
constitution and decide when direct presiden- 
tial elections will be held. 

In a farewell speech. Duarte said he noted 
with satisfaction that his government's polic- 
ies added up to “ the most meaningful structu- 
ral reforms” ever introduced in El Salvador. 
The dominant rightist parties are opposed to 
the agrarian and finance reforms. 

Political analysts said assembly President 
Roberto cT Aubuisson, of the ultra-rightist 
Nationalist Republican Alliance (Arena), 
would lead the campaign to have them modif- 
ied at least. 
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
